FHOM A HOME STANDPOINT. 


The people of Nevada should look at 


the political situation from a home 
stand point. 
As most of them have 


taken a deep interest iu the financial 
question for years, they know the as' 
Bortiou that tho free coinage ot bilver 
will give us 53-cent dollars and give 
the miner a profit of 50 centa ou every 
dollar coined, is the veriest bosb, circu- 
lated for the purpose of deceiving the 
people of the agricultural States and 
the large cities, who have given little 
attention to the silver question. We 
kuow that for cror 80 years tho United 
States coined gold and silver for tha 
public at the mints at a nominal cost 
(or coinage, and that in all those years 
a silver dollar containing 37134 grains 
of flue silver wus worth 100 cents, be- 
cause it was a legal tender for that 
amount. We know, too, that accord- 
ing to the moat reliable information at- 
tainable, every ounce of silver produced 
In Nevada cost more than its coinage 
value. As what may occur in the fu- 
ture can only be surmised by what hap- 
pened in the past, the knowledge that 
»e had no 53-cent dollars when the 
mints were open to silver, and that the 
average cost of every ounce of silver 
produced in Nevada, which has been 
tho greatest of silver producing States, 
was over $1 30 an ounce, ia bettor evi- 
dence that free coinage will not result 
iu 53-cent dollars, than tho predictions 
of self-coilstitnted financial prophet?, 
whether those prophets be 
bishops, 


who preach everlasting* p'luisumeiit, 
agnostics, who believe iu no future 
punishment whatever, Justices of tne 
Supreme Court, whose opinions are as 
variable as the wind, or pie-counter 
politicians, who are booked for stalls 
at the public crib, if Mr. Hauna's ineUi- 
ods prevail. 


We know it to bo a fact that property 


has depreciated over 50 per oent iu 
value in the most favored towns aud 
agricultural districts in Nevada, aud 
from 90 to 100 per cent iu many of tho 
mining towns, since tho single gold 
standard was adopted. If this condi- 
tion existed only in the silver produc- 
ing sections of the country it might be 
attributed to local causes, such as clos- 
ing down the mines, etc., but it exists 
in the grain-growing valleys of Cali- 
fornia and the Eastern agricultural 
States, where transportation ia compar- 
atively cheap, as well as in the valleys 
of Nevada, proving that the cause ia 
not local to the mining States. 


Is there a person in Nevada or iu the 


whole country who desires u continu- 
ance of this unpleasant condition ? Wo 
have had it for yearn, we have it now 
and there Is no probability, judging by 
the past, that wo will not have it for 
four years more, if the single gold 
standard policy prevails. 
What will 


be the consequences if the contraction 
of the currency continues ? The self- 
ooustituted prophets do not tell us. 
We know that while the commercial 
value of property depreciates, its' valu- 
ation for assessable purposes, except 
in abandoned mining towns, docs not; 
neither does the rate of taxation. 
Taxoa in fact become higher as the 
amount of assessable property grows 
less, and the burden becomes greater 
because of the greater amount of prop- 
erty required to purchase a dollar. 
Shall we by oar votes in November give 
our approval to this state of affairs and 
proclaim to the world that we are sat- 
isfied with the single standard and will 
not change it unless foreigu nations 
consent ? 


Bat the woolgrower tells us that pro- 


tection to h's industry 
will restore 


prosperity to Nevada, regardless of the 
restoration of silver. Is that prediction 
-likely to be fulfilled ? There is nothing 
to indicate it. Senator Sherman, the 
great promoter of the gold trust, ad- 
mits that no material change in tariff 
legislation can be expected until there 
is a change in the political makeup of 
the Senate. That change cannot occur 
under any ordinary circumstances for 
at least four years. What then, can the 
woolgrowers expect to gain by the elec- 
tion of McKinley? 
He is pledged 


ngaiuet free coinage and for the single 
gold standard, and the Senate will p«sa 
no tariff bill until something is done 
for silver. Is it not, therefore, the wise 
thing for the woolgrowers to do, to sap- 
port Bryan for President? If he is 
elected there will be a change in the 
financial as well as the tariff laws of 
the country within a year, as Congress 
will be convened in special session to 
relieve the financial stringency, and 
that relief granted it Is not unreasons 
We to assume that the country will 
enter upon aa era of prosperity, un- 
known since the gold standard was es- 
tablished.

many other Congressmen have been in- 
terviewed by the New York Journal re- 
garding the bill and the reply of Mr. 
Newlands is given in the Journal as fol- 
lows:

MY DKAR SIP.:—Replying to your favor 
of tho 18th nil. I will say that Mexi- 
can dollars aro now worth nbout 60 
cents in U. S. currency and in business 
transactions they currently paas nt 
that price. I will also say that the 
groat volume of business in Mexico is 
practically done on a silver basis, ns 
tha groat appreciation of gold has 
practically driven it oufc of circulation. 
But notwithstanding that Mexico is 
practically on a silver basis it ia now 
enjoying the era of tho greatest prosr 
perity o£ her entire history. Herato- 
£oro practically all her clothing, with 
tha greater part of every class ot arti- 
cles 
of consumption, excapt food, 


wore imported from abroad, thus cur- 
rying abroad every year large quanti- 
ties of her money and her balan«a of 
trade boiug so greatly against her she 
has been kept poor for many years. 
But on tho account, of the recent great 
appreciation o f ' sold nho has found it 
impossible to . continues those foreign 
purchases and has been aompellod to 
commence 
clo.-aestio 
manufacturing, 


and now attar only throo years her 
manufacturing industries ure in 
ii 


flourishing stnto. The high gold pre- 
mium has amounted practically to a 
prohibitive tariff and these large quan- 
tities of money that have heretofore 
gone abroad for manufactured goods, 
now stay at homo and are thrown into 
tho commerce oi tho country. Hereto- 
Core Mexico exported cotton and wool, 
but now her home supply is not equal 
to her home demand and through this 
port alone there is now going to Mex- 
ico 1,200 bales nf cotton a waek to be 
manufactured, and she will this year, 
as she did last, consume the entire 
wool crop o£ Texas, paying a better 
price for it than our wool growers 
could get from 
northern 
markets. 


This great homo demand for wool and 
cotton has greatly stimulated theio in- 
dustries in Mexico and the cotton 
grower and wool raisers of Mexico are 
also having a part of her prosperity. 
The opening of these, manufactories 
bus opened a new industry to the peo- 
ple giving thousands employment and 
removing tho congestion from other 
lines of labor. The coffee grower is 
also B participant in the prosperity 
that the appreciation of gold has givon 
this'country. Heretofore he sold his 
coffea at a price in silver and while he 
sells it at the same price yet h» .de- 
mands gold, as he is able so to do from 
his gold standard buyers, which is 
equivalent to an increase of 100 per 
cent on his former prices, while his 
plantation is still run on a silver basis. 


The railroads in Mexico are especially 


prosperous; they are extending their 
lines in every direction and putting on 
great improvements in all of their de- 
partments. 
Some 
of 
them 
have 


doubled their rolling stock within the 
last three years and still are unable to 
movu all the business that is offered. 
We have in this city one of the largest 
shopa west of the Mississippi river and 
they are now running it with full force, 
night and day. Notwithstanding these 
expensive improvements every railroad 
in Mexico has been able to pay heavy 
annual dividends regularly. And it 
might be well to remark that every 
official and employe on th« railroads, 
frpm president down to hrakeman, are 
in favor of free silver, although tke 
otlioials when they aamo to Mexico 
from the north a few years ago were 
"sound" on the money .question and 
strongly in favor of ''sound moaey," 
but the objtct lesson ihat has been 
taught them in Mexico has not failed 
to be effective. While the railroads in 
Mexico are enjoying this prosperity, 
the railroads of the United States are 
going into the hands of the receiver. 
Practically ninety per cent of them are 
insolvent while scarcely any of them 
paid dividends. 


What I hare said of these three in- 


dustries may be equally and truthfully 
said of every other industry, for all are 
alike participants of the prosperity of 
the country. The} laboring man es: 
pecially baa been bloat; labor is better 


Mexico if you ask him the cause of his 
country's prosperity.

COLORS IN BATTLE. 


Why the Soldlem In the Kngllsh Army 


Are Arrayed In Scarlet, 


The scarlet uniform of tho British in- 


fantry lias'been greatly critinisod in re- 
cent years, chiefly on the ground that 
it exposes the men to needless danger by 
dificlosiug their whereabouts to tho on 
ouiy. The objection taken to the scarlet, 
however, ia groundless, and scientific 
reasons are given -why the prevailing 
color ia for all purposes tho most suit- 
able that could bo selected. 
» Iu the first phico, imarlet affords the 
best attainable protection against the 
extremes of heat and cold to which sol- 
diets are liable to be exposed. The darker 
the color protecting a warm body the 
more rapidly radiation proceeds. White 
would be the best color to reduce radia- 
tion to a minimum, but white is barred 
by other consideration!!, as arc also all 
tho grays. Scarlet or red comes midway 
between white aud black or oth«r dark 
colors, while with reference to protec 
tion from the sun scarlet takes a far 
higher place than any of tho blues, 
greeiis or drabs and other shades often 
;ist.'d for military clothing. 


Yellow aud oraugo are excluded bo 


cause these colors are particularly con- 
Kpicnous nt a long distance. Although 
scuvlct or red is rnoro conspicuous than 
gray, whou the ami shines directly on 
the troops it blurs on tho sight and is 
poiiHcquoiitly nioro difficult to hit. 


V/ith existing rifloa the actual result 


of H fight is usually decided nt a dis- 
tance just outside the oirectivo rango of 
tho weapons. This distance lien between 
(-.00 aud 800 yards. Nearer thnu that it 
is impossible to close without replying 
to tiic enemy's fire, and an soon ns tho 
ii'Uii'u fire, whistles about tho defend- 
ers' heads tho possibility of aiming rap- 
idly and accurately decreases.

Tho formation of rain is in 
gujerul o continuation or nil enlarge 
mfii.it of tho processes by which clouds 
mid fogs are formed. Tho deposition oi 
moisture depends upon (he cooling of 
:ho atmosphere, but concerning tho pre- 
cise process by which the cooling is ef- 
fected various opinions are entertained 
even among thoso who have made me- 
eoiology a life study. In considering 
iho matter we have deduced our reck- 
onings from what is considered the best 
authority on the subject. From this it 
appears that the temperature of a given 
mass of warm air is lowered in the or- 
dinary coarse of atmospheric phenomena 
by one or the other of the processes 
mentioned lu tho following: By radia- 
tion to tho cold sky, by radiation to the 
neighboring masses of clouds or the 
cold gronnd, by mixture with cool nir 
or by the absorption of heat iu the ex- 
pansion of ascending columns of nir. 
Whatever the process may be, one thing 
if) sure—tho cooling must take- pluoo be- 
fore tho moisture will collect into drops 
of sufficient siza to oau.se them to fall 
from Iho IUUSH of vapor in which the 
coiiKfcituout parts have been floating.—•

The Iloring of Glnns. 


Strong glass plate;; p. re bored through 


fay mean.-! of rotating hruus tubes of the 
necessary disuuetur, which arc filled 
with water during boring. To tho water 
there is added finely pulverised emery, 
It is .siiid that thinner glass can tie per- 
forated with holes iu an easier manner 
by pressing u disk of wot clay upon the 
glusrf niid making a hole through tho 
oiuy oi' the width desired, so Unit ut t!;ut 
spot the glass is laid bare. Then molten 
loud is poured into the hole, uucl load 
and glass drop down at once. 
This 


isu-'.hod is based upon the quick local 
heating of tho glass, whereby it obtains 
a c.ironlar crack, tho outline of which 
coii'tspoiids to tho outline of tho hole 
rniKlti in tho nlay. Tho nutting of gh;ss 
tubes, oyliudc-i'S, etc., in factories is 
based upon thy samp principle. — New 
Xork Jjbagur.
